He had other 
dreams of life, its prizes and pleasyres, 
titles. But

portrait in his first uniform is familiar 
to you all—the short, stocky figure; the

thought he was needed in the field. 
He was of the stuff of which geod sol- 
diers are made. Had he been ten 
years older he would have entered at 
the head of ac ny, and come out 
at the head of a division. But he did 
what he could. He enlisted as a- pri- 
vate; he learned to obey. His serious, 
sensible ways, his prompt, alert ef- 
ficiency soon attracted the attention 
of his superiors. He was so faithful 
in Httle things they gave him more 
and more to do. e was untiring in 
camp and on the march; swift, cool 


and. fearless in fight. He left the 
army with field rank, when the war 
ended, brevetted by President Lincoln 


for gallantry in battle. 

In coming years when men seek tp 
draw the moral of our great Civil War, 
nothing will seem to them so admir- 
able in all the history of our two mag- 
nificent armies as the way in which 
the war came to a close. When te 
Confederate army saw the time bad 
come, they acknowledged the pitiless

POLITICAL CAREER. 


A man possessing the qualities with 
which natufe had endowed McKinley 
seeks political activity as naturally as 
a growing plant seeks light and air. 
A wholesale ambition; rare power of 
making friends and keeping them; a 
faith, which may be called religious, 
his country a its. institutions; and, 
flowing from this, a belief that a man 
could do no nobler work than to 
serve such a country—these were the 
elements in his character that drew 
him irresistibly into public life. He 
had from the beginning a remarkable 
equipment: a manner of singular grace 
and charm; a voice of ringing quality 
and great carrying power. Vast as 


were the crowds that gathered about 


him, he reached their utmost fringe: 
without apparent effort. He had an 
extraordinary power of marshaling 
and presenting significant facts, so as 
to bring conviction to the average 
mind. His range of reading was not 
wide; he read only what he might 
some day find useful, and what he read | 
his memory held Iike brass. Those 
who knew him well in those early days 
can never forgét the consummate skil} 
and power with which he would select 
a few pointed facts, and, blow upon 
blow, would hammer them into the at- 
tention of gréat assemblages in Ohio, 
as Jae) drove the nail into the head of 
the Canaanite captain. He was not 
often tmpassioned; he rarely resorted 
to the ald of wit or humor: yet I never 
saw his equal in controlling anu con- 
vincing popular audience by sheer 
appeal to their reason and intelligence. 
He did not flatter or cajole them, bunt 
there was an implied compliment in 
the serious and sober tone in which he 
addressed them. He seemed one of 
them: in heart and feeling he was one 
of them. Each artisan in a great

During his en- 
tlre term of offiee this mutual trust 
and regard, so essential to the public 
welfare, was never shadowed by a 


single cloud. 
> Was a ubincan. He could not 
be fanything else. A Union soldier 
grafted upon a Clay Whig, he neces- 
sarily believed in the “American sys- 
temn”’’—in protection to home industries; 
in a strong, aggressive nationality; in 
a liberal construction of the Constitu- 
tion. What any self-reliant. nation 
might rightly do, he felt this nation 
had power to do, if required by the 
common welfare and not prohibited by 
our written charter. | 
Following the natural bent of his 
mind, he devoted himself to questions 
of finance and revenue, to the essen- 
tials of the national housekeeping. He 
took high rank in the House from the 
begihning. His readiness in debate. his 
mastery of every subject he handled, 
the bright and amiable light he shed 
about him, and above all the unfailing 
courtesy and good will with which he 
treated friend and foe alike—one of 
the surest signatures of a nature born 
to great destinies—made his service in 
the House a pathway of unbroken 
success and brought him at last to the 
all-important post of chairman of 
Ways and Means and a leader of the 
majority. Of the famous revenue act 
which, In that capacity, he framed and 
carried through Congress, it is not my 
purpose bere now to spéak. The em- 
bers of the controversy in the midst of 
which that law had its troubled being 
are yet too warm to be handled on a 
day like this.

There was, however, no long delay. 
He became, from year to year, the most 
prominent politician and orator in the 
country. Passionately devoted to the 

rinciples of his party, he was always | 

y to do anything, to go anywhere, 
to proclaim its ideas and to support its 
candidates. His face and his voice hbe- 
came familiar to millions of our people, 
and wherever they were seen and heard 
men became his partisans. His face 
was cast in a classic mold: you see 
faeces like it in antique marble in the 
galleries of t Vatican and in .the 
portraits of the great cardinal-states- 
men of Italy; his voice was the voice 
of the perfec{, orator, ringing, vibrating, 
tireless, ading by its very sound, 
by its accent sincere conviction. Se 
prudent and so guarded were all his ut- 
terances, so lofty his courtesy, that he 
never embarrassed his friends, and 
never offended his opponents. For 
several months before the .Republican 
National Convention met in 1896, it was 
evident to all who had ¢yes to see that 
Mr. McKinley was the only probable 
candidate of his party. Other names 
were mentioned, of the highest rank in 
ability, character and popularity; they 

‘re support by powerful combina- 
tions; but the nomination of McKinley 
as against the field was inevitable. . 

The campaign he made will be always 
memorable in our political annals. He 
and his friends had thought that the 
issue for the year was the distinctive 
and historic difference between the two 
parties onthe subject of the tariff.

By patience, by firmness, by 
sheer bieness, he improved our 
understanding with all the great pow- 
ers of the world, and rightly gained 
the which belongs to the 
peacemakers.

A measure was recently introduced 
in Congress allowing the govern- 
ment to open an interest account on 
iis surplus funds. The bill, which 
was offered by Congressman Sulzer, 
provides that the Secretary of the 
Treasury be directed to deposit all 
surplus funds belonging to the United 
States government with national banks 
having a capital of not less than $500,- 
000, and a surplus of not less than 
$£00,000, 
without requiring United States gov- 
ernment bonds as security; that euch 

ts shall be a first lien on the as- 


an immense relief to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, whose hardest work con- 
sists in finding means to get the sur- 
plus revenue of the country back tnto 
the channels of trade. The Investor, 
however, thinks that the government 
should not require of the banks any 
additional thas those which 
are required by any other corporaticn 
or individual. -As the Investor says, 
the matter narrows itself down to 
this: If the banks of this country 
are not on a sufficiently stable foun- 
dation to admit of their receiving 
government moneys without 
up specific security, then it is mani- 
festly wrong for the government io 
perpetuate such a menace to the com- 
munity at large by increasing the 
bank's opportunities for mischief. 

The Investor further criticises cur 
present financial policy as follows: 

“What this country needs more than 
anything else is that the treasury 
should be put upon a business nazis, 
a situation in which it has uwever been 
in our day. A merchant or marufa-- 
turer who should conduct his business 
on the principles that have governei 
the finances of the United States in 
the last forty years would be the 
laughing-stock of his fellows. The 
cne feature that has stood out with 
startling prominence in connection 
with the management -of the govern- 
ment’s finances siac? the period of the 
Civil War is that of the tremendous 
waste that has been witnessed. The 
greenback issues, the government bond 
lesues, the silver issues, the various 
bond conversion schemes, nationa! 
banknote circulation and the govern- 
ment’s modus operandi tn connection 
with ite deposits in the banks, have 
all been attended by features calcu- 
lated to make Americai finance the 
laughing-stock of the entire world. 
The law which was introduced im 
the Congress the other day is a step 
in the direction of reducing fhe finan- 
cial policy .of the nation to a rational 
basis. If the law proposed; by Con- 
gressman Sulzer had been in force 
all these years in connection with the 
government deposits, there would have 
been, it is figured, no loss to the treas- 
ury. On the contrary, there would 
have been a gain to the nation in in- 
terest of $32,000,000." 

There certainly seems to be no valid 
reason why a-city, a county, a State, 
or a nation should not receive inter- 
est upon its funds, as well as any cor- 
poration or individual.

ALTURAS, Feb. 27.—James 
Brown has been acquitted by the jury 
of the murder of Martin Wilson, the 
thirteen-year-old lad, who, with old 
Calvin Hall, Jim Halil, Frank Hall 
and Dan Yantis, suffered-death at the 
hands of lynchers, on the morning of 
May 31, last, at Lookout.. The ver- 
dict was rendered this morning at 
3:40 o'clock, after lesa than five hours’ 
deliberation, the fate of Brown having 
been submitted to the jury at 11 o'clock 
night. 

At 2:40 o'clock the Courthouse bell 
tolled, and immediately the anxious 
watchers for the verdict began to wend 
their way toward the Courthouse. 
Judge Harrington was sent for, 
messengers were dispatched for e 
attorneys. It was a curious throng 
that gathered within the chambers of 
Judge Harrington, and in the cor- 
much speculation as to what t - 
dict would be was indulged 

A persistent rumor to the effect that 
the jury had concluded to acquit 
Brown was whispered about, and by

On the first . ballot 
one furor held out for conviction, and 
another put in a blank vote. On the 
second ballot the jury agreed to ac- 
quit. The jury is said to have come to 
a conclusion before midnight, but held 
off until after midnight, so that an 
extra day's pay would be forthcom- 
ing. It was mutually agreed to have 
the Courthouse bell tolled about 2:40 
o'clock. 

It was learned today that the juror 
who held out for conviction on the first 
ballot stated after the verdict had been 
rendered that he believed Brown euitty 
of the crime attributed to him.

Many orange growers use culls for 
fertilizer, hauling the waste oranges 
from the packing-houses and spreading 
the  souring fruit about between the 
rows of Grange trees. Prof. Hiigard of 


the black spots on the fruit so notice- 
able this yéar are caused by allowing 
oranges to rot upon the ground. 
Whether the bacteria follows up 
through the root and branches to the 
ripening fruit, or the spores of the rot 
fall upon the surface of the fruit, it is 
immaterial. There is so little of fer- 
tility in decaying fruit, and it is so 


Prof. Hilgard says that oranges 
should be thoroughly composted before 
using for fertilizer. “It is not desirable . 
to put them directly into the ground, 
not only on account of the biue mould, 
but also on account of the essential olis 
kes, which should first be de- 
stroyed ermentation. Sprinkle the 
fruit with lime, then put on a layer of 
earth, then another layer of culls and 
s0.0n. iInac e of months this com- 
post will be su tly decomposed to 
render it available without detriment.

First, the law of supply and exhaust; 


studied, the chief of which are ferti- 
lizers, air, water, etc. 
Supply and* demand is the chief 
study of. commercial horticulture, but 
in practical horticulture, the demand 
is a fixed or established law, and is 
subject only to thé demands of what- 
ever: crop is being produced, leaving 
the matter of supply and exhaust en- 
tirely either to natural. or human 
agencies. Nature regulates this law to 
suit her own purposes thoroughly, but 
when human agencies undertake this 


work without a careful study of the / be largely 


laws which produce these results, there 
will ‘be much trouble and disappoint- 
ment ahead. — ; 

The preparation of all plant food in 
soll is accoroplished through the agency 
of water, and thus absorbed by the 
roots in its liquid form. Consequently 
the character of the soll in its power to 
retain sufficient moisture and to dis- 
charge superfluous water, is of the 
highest importance. 

Thousands - of dollars worth of 
valuable fertilizers are annually 
washed off the surface of California 
fields and orchards, through disregard 
of this law. Many thousands ef dollars 
in fruit and trees also are lost annu- 
ally Dy this same system of surface ir- 
rigation without due consideration of 
the character and condition of the soil 
thus irrigated. 

Congress may enact irrigation laws,
